in 1968. 

13 USO’s in Vietnam 

At present, the USO operates 
13 “homes away from home” 
in Vietnam and has clubs and 
lounges in 118 communities in 
the U.S., including St. Louis, 
and 46 in 14 foreign nations. 


There are USO clubs in 
Alaska, the Canal Zone, France, 
Greece, Italy, Guam, Japan, 
Korea, Okinawa, the Philippine 
Islands, Puerto Rico, Spain and 
Turkey. 

The St. Louis USO in the 
downtown War Memorial serves 
the Granite City Army Depot. 

Through the Red Cross, near¬ 
ly 17,000 individual servicemen 
are being aided each month in 
45 field stations throughout 
Vietnam. 

Red Cross Services 

The services include person¬ 
alized help in verifying family 
problems involving emergency 
family crisis, providing financial 
assistance in an emergency and 
counseling on family problems 
and related matters. 

Emergency communications 
by the Red Cross involving 
serious personal or family 
problems of servicemen are 
averaging 555 a day. 

Locally, the Red Cross office 
headed by Mrs. Ruby Overbeck, 
most recently aided with mes¬ 
sages concerning local service¬ 
men involved in the USS For- 


restal tragedy. The services are 
not limited to servicemen alone, 
for in the recent earthquake in 
Alaska, Quad-Cityans were able 
to make contact with relatives 
there through the Red Cross. 

Disaster Aid 

The Red Cross moves quickly 
into all disaster areas and has 
its mobile units with staffers 
and volunteers in the flood dis¬ 
aster stricken areas of south 
Texas. 

In Vietnam, the Red Cross is 
providing clubmobile and rec¬ 
reation centers in isolated areas 
and is furnishing snacks, books 
and friendly tasks for hospital¬ 
ized GIs. For Vietnam children. 
Red Cross youths are supplying 
friendship boxes, first aid kits, 
school chests and condensed 
milk. 

Red Cross also is managing 
26 refugee camp areas in Viet¬ 
nam, distributing medicine, fi¬ 
nancing self help construction 
projects of new homes for set¬ 
tlement of refugees. 

The local Red Cross Chapter 
office is in the Lohmann build¬ 
ing, 1411 Twenty-first street.

Balanced Attack in 4th Straight Madison Win, 25-6 Over Triad 


The unbeaten Madison high 
school football Trojans recorded 
their 'fourth win in a row and 
their second Midwestern Con¬ 
ference' victory as they de¬ 
feated Triad . 25-6 at the Madi¬ 
son field before an estimated 
crowd of 800 fans Friday night. 

Triad, the newest member of 
rhe conference, was no match 
for the Trojan offense. The 
visitors found themselves con- 
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tinuously deep in their own ter¬ 
ritory. 

Madison played principally a 
ground game against the 
Knights, totafing 348 rushing 
yards and only 10 yards from 
passing, giving the Trojans a 
record high for the year of 358 
total yards. 

In comparison, Triad rushed 
for 164 yards and gained 14 
yards in the air as it totaled 
178 yards. 

Test of Ground Game 

Coach Hariand Schiebal said, 


“In this game, we tried to see 
how effective our ground game 
really was.

There has been a 13% in- i 
crease in the number of stolen c 
automobiles during the first 
half of 1967, according to Gran- i 
ite City police Sgt. Everett ] 
Kelly who has returned from a | 
three-day conference on auto 1 
thefts held at Springfield. 

In 1966 there were 457,000 au- 1 
tomobiles stolen, and it is estab¬ 
lished that a car is being stolen 
every 57 seconds somewhere in 
fte U. S. V 

The rate continues to climb in i 
Granite City. There were 235 
auto thefts in 1966, an increase 
over 1965, and for the first nine 
months this year, 200 cars were 
stolen. 

In 40% of all auto thefts the 
keys had been left in the car by 
the owner, Kelly said, thereby 
helping the thief to steal it. 
“When leaving your car, always 
lock it up even if you are going 
into the comer drug store for a 
small purchase,” he advised. 

“Do not leave expensive items 
laying in open view inside your 
car. Always place them in the 
trunk and don’t do this at the 
same location you are planning 
to park the car as a thief may 
be watching.” 

Prevalent at Christmas 
He noted that this is espe¬ 
cially true 'around the Christ¬ 
mas holidays when theft from 
automobiles is prevalent. 

“Write your name, address 
and vehicle identification num¬ 
ber on several pieces of paper 
and place them in inconspicu¬ 
ous places in your car for fu¬ 
ture identification in case your 
car is stolen, as the license and 
identification plates can be re¬ 
moved,” Kelly said. The ID 
plate generally is located near 
the left front door post. 

One auto theft ring, when dis¬ 
covered in Peoria, had stripped 
more than 100 stolen cars, and 
in many of the cases only the 
hulk of the car remained, he 
said. In many cases it was im¬ 
possible to identify the car as 
all identifiable numbers had 
been removed. 

Pertinent Information 
Be prepared to give local po¬ 
lice all pertinent information 
when reporting a stolen ’ car 
such as color, year, make, body 
style and the ID number and 


Local police must have the ID 
number before placing an all- ! 
points bulletin out to other de- * 
partments. The number is 
listed on the registration card J 
which is provided with the state 
license plates. 

Kelly said there are several < 
specialized agencies which are i 
at the disposal of local depart- 1 
ments to assist in recovering 1 
stolen cars, such as the Na- I 
tional Auto Theft Bureau which 
maintains a complete list of all 
stolen cars throughout the U. S. 

It is ready to relay informa¬ 
tion back to the inquiring de- i 
partment within minutes as to 
the status of a vehicle. The 
vehicle investigation section of 
the Illinois state police primar¬ 
ily investigates auto theft rings 
operating in the state. 

Kelly advised that anyone 
seen prowling around an auto 
be reported immediately, as 
many theft rings have been un¬ 
covered by the arrest of one 
thief. 

A professional thief can enter 
a car and have it moving in 
three minutes, so time is impor¬ 
tant, he said.

Drinking Pedestrians 
Also Cause Accidents 

Drinking and driving are well- 
known mortality factors. Drink¬ 
ing and walking “fatalities” are 
something else again. 

Dr. Norman S. Rose, chief of 
the Bureau of Hazardous Sub¬ 
stances and Poison Control for 
the Illinois Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health, has found that of 
pedestrians killed by cars in Illi¬ 
nois in one year, 42% had meas¬ 
urable amounts of alcohol in 
their blood. 

“During the test year in Illi¬ 
nois (1966) 47 of the dead driv¬ 
ers given blood tests were in 
the 15-to-20-year-old group .... 
mostly teenagers,” Dr. Rose 
said. 

“Fully one-third of these 
young drivers (33%) had meas¬ 
urable blood-alcohol levels. One- 
half had blood-alcohol levels 
over 0.15%. The rate of young 
victims who were occupants in 
auto facilities was even higher, 
38% having measurable levels.”

Accidents Decline Again. 
But Injury Rate Climbs 


The number of traffic acci¬ 
dents In the Quad-City area 
during September dropped 
slightly below that of the same 
month a year ago, but the 
number of persons injured 
jumped 33% above the Septem¬ 
ber 1968 figure, a compilation 
of statistics showed today. 

Quad-City authorities report¬ 
ed a total of 199 traffic acci¬ 
dents during September, com¬ 
pared to 207 in September last 
year. In last month's fewer ac¬ 
cidents. however, 153 persons 
were injured, while only 115 
persons were hurt in the 207 
accident? of September, 1966. 

Three persons died as the 
result of traffic accidents last 
month, compared to five in 
September last year. On the 
basis of these figures, the 
Quad-City traffic fatality rate 
for the first nine months of this 
year is 43% below that of last 
year. The three fatalities last 
month brought to 16 the total 
number of persons injured fa¬ 
tally in accidents this year, 
compared to a total of 28 per¬ 
sons fatally injured during the 
same period last year. 

Highest of Year 
The total of 199 accidents in 
September, along with the 
same number of accidents dur¬ 


ing May, is the highest number 
of mishaps for any single 
month so far this year. In ad- I 
dition to the 199 accidents in 
May. there were 170 in Jan¬ 
uary, 143 in February, 177 in 
March, 181 in April. 191 in 
June, 193 in July and 171 in 
August.. 

September’s 153 injuries is 
the second highest for any 
month this year, and almost 
equal to the highest month of 
the year, also in May with 154 
injuries. Other injury reports 
this year were 89 in January, 
57 in February, 90 in March, 
114 in April, 130 in June, 130 in 
July and 119 in August. 

The 199 accidents in Septem¬ 
ber increased to 1524 the total 
number of mishaps during the 
nine months of this year. 

This total is 208 less than the 
number of accidents for the 
same nine-month period in 
1966. The figures thus indicate 
that the rate of accident Injury 
is climbing steadily despite a 
corresponding decline in the 
number of accidents. An in¬ 
creasing number of multiple-in¬ 
jury accidents has been noted 
in recent months—acicdents in 
which from two to four or five 
persons are hurt in the same 
accident.

Sound Basis Now for Rapid 
Attainment of Cleaner Air 

Notwithstanding a continuing verbal bar¬ 
rage from St. Louis, Granite City aldermen and 
citizens are genuinely for swift attainment of 
air purity objectives. In fact, local officials, resi¬ 
dents and employees have much greater interest 
than anyone else in the quality of air here, since 
it is they who breathe it. 

The original Granite City air pollution 
control ordinance, while regarded even at the 
time as only a first step, preceded sinpilar 
action by many other cities. Now Granite City 
•has adopted the stricter Illinois air pollution 
control rules and regulations, as amended on 
March 30, 1967, and is in a position to utilize 
state test facilities and engineering as a supple¬ 
ment to the work of its municipal air control 
staff. As the state regulations are further 
broadened and strengthened, the same steps 
should be and undoubtedly will be taken by the 
city council. 

Public hearings probably could have fur¬ 
ther clarified the progress that has been made. 
However, as was pointed out at last week's 
aldermanic meeting, the extensive discussion oy" 
officials and laymen at-council sessions, present¬ 
ing all viewpoints, in effect constituted a public 
hearing. 

Certainly a hearing in July might have 
avoided the episode in which an altered docu¬ 
ment was used to stampede the council into 
temporarily approving an unenforceable control 
plan. We urge the City Air Pollution Board 
members to never again push for instant aider- 
manic action on unfamiliar proposals. As Aider- 
man Parmley said before being outvoted at the 
meeting where the deception occurred, no one 
should have to vote on legislation without 
knowing its contents. 

It would be grossly unfair to equate sup¬ 
port of sound and effective controls with lack 
of dedication to "clean air." How clean and 
pure would be the motives of those who might 
seek other goals in the guise of pollution con¬ 
trol? What kind of future would the Quad-. 
Cities have if differing laws gave unfair advan¬ 
tages to Pittsburgh or Chicago firms, or if arbi¬ 
trary air zones were used to place, this com¬ 
munity off-limits to all new or expanded plants? 

Not everyone in the world may want 
Quad-Cityans to be both healthy and reason¬ 
ably prosperous, but such are the goals of 
nearly all local citizens, and they owe the 
Granite City council thanks for its sound 
judgment. 

Specialized Services Center Enables

Still in its first year of operation, the 
Quad-Cities Specialized Services Center has 
filled an obvious need by training dozens of 
physically and mentally handicapped people to 
gainfully occupy their time by manufacturing 
or repairing salable products. 

Additional training courses and work con¬ 
tracts will be needed to fully round out the pro¬ 
gram and move it closer to self-suppdrting 
status. Many prospective trainees cannot yet be 
accommodated. , 

But the work of President Chris Kacalieff 
and other members of the advisory council has 
been valuable in making Specialized Services a 
reality here and paving the way for future ex¬ 
pansion. > 

With manpower shortages making it 
increasingly difficult to get many essential tasks 
done, the center already is demonstrating that 
it can be helpful to local businesses and resi¬ 
dents. More important, it is enabling many who 
were previously doomed to inactivity to lead 
productive lives.
